DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Jimmy Buffet took the subway spur from Jobs 
Lane in Southampton to Cooper’s Beach on 
Sunday morning. When beachgoers there saw 
him get out at the station at the back of the 
beach, they broke into a round of applause. 
Authors Gail Sheehy and Dava Sobel sat with 
Academy Award-winning actress Melissa Leo 
talking about the Dan’s Papers Literary Prize 
on Thursday morning heading from Noyac to 
Sag Harbor. All are participants at the awards 
ceremony August 31. Leonardo DiCaprio was 
seen on the Hamptons Subway going from East 
Hampton to Sag Harbor on Monday afternoon. 


ECLIPSE 

There was a big surge in subway use last 
Monday beginning at 2 p.m. as residents fled 
down the escalators to the platforms at all 
the stops to get away from the solar eclipse. 


Hamptons Subway promoted coming down to 
the subway platforms on that day, advising 
people that although they would go blind if 
they looked directly at the sun, they would be 
unable to stop themselves from doing so since 
the next eclipse is not until 2024. The campaign 
“ECLIPSE ANTIDOTE: CAN’T HELP YOURSELF?” 
worked miracles and as many as 1,000 people 
went down to the platforms. Though most did 
not intend to go anywhere but back up when 
the eclipse was over, Subway employees on the 
platforms forced people to use the turnstiles 
instead of huddling by the token booths, in an 
effort that resulted in a big financial windfall for 
the service. 


STATUE AGAIN ON WESTHAMPTON BEACH PLATFORM 
Two weeks ago Thursday, subway employees 
removed a full-size statue of Vladimir Putin 
they found in the center of the Westhampton 
Beach platform. It was believed that Donald 
Trump placed it there as part of his effort to 
buy the subway system, though nobody has 
been able to prove it. In any case, the day after 
the removal, a second statue, this time of North 
Korea’s Leader Kim Jong-Un was found on that 


platform. It is still there. Nobody knows who put 
it there, but local officials have asked Subway 
Commissioner Bill Aspinall not to remove it for 
fear that if they did remove it, nuclear missiles 
might destroy an American city. “I’ve agreed 
to that for now,” the Commissioner said, “but 
I can’t leave it there forever.” Oddly, the full- 
size statue of Kim is even shorter than the full 
size statue of Vladimir Putin, and unsuspecting 
commuters trying to make the trains have been 
tripping over it.

swipe card to use anywhere on the Hamptons 
Subway system—any stop at any time 
to anywhere at all—for free during 
that period.

Many of them, particularly at the stops 
down at the beach, ride the subway home at the 
end of the day in thong bikinis or men’s speedos 
that practically show it all.

AIRPORT PLAN DRAWS PROTESTS 

Amateur pilots and commercial aviators 
alike descended on a local airport Sunday as 
news broke of a plan to turn the small public 
transportation hub into a private flying facility. 
Police were on hand to keep an eye on the 
protesters in case tempers flared. At issue for 
the demonstrators was the plan announced 
last week for a group of wealthy investors, led 
by billionaire Whitney Ogden Oates III, to buy 
the airport (which is currently owned by the 
municipality) and to make it into an exclusive 
“gentlemen’s flying club.” According to plans 


leaked to the media and published over the 
weekend, the group of investors has plans 
to limit membership of the new club to “only 
those local families who can prove that one or 


more of their grandfathers owned aircraft and 


operated them in the Hamptons.” According 
to protesters, this so-called “Grandfather Rule” 
would severely restrict access to the club 
and render the airport the “plaything of an 
elite class of privileged airplane hobbyists,” 
forcing many local aviation services to go out 
of business. “This is just outrageous,” said 
one commercial pilot who was on hand for the 
demonstration and who preferred to remain 
anonymous. “It’s just the latest example of the 
wealthy people coming in and claiming all the 
marbles for themselves. My grandfathers could 
barely afford a Dodge Dart, let alone a private 
plane, and here you have Whitney Oates saying 
that means | can’t use the airport? I think you 
know where he can stick that!” Oates, who 
appeared under heavy guard at the protest to 
defend his group’s proposals, was dismissive 
of such arguments. “My grandfather Whitney

owned a fleet of Lockheed Constellations and 
was able to fly his friends and family to and 
from this area—they called it ‘Oaty Air,’ but 
of course it was just for laughs—and I'd like to 
be able to do the same for my friends without 
having to vie for space with other planes. | don’t 
understand what all of this fuss is about.” The 
protests broke up late Sunday without incident. 


HAMPTONS POLICE EXPLAIN ECLIPSE CANCELLATION 
After Monday’s planned total solar eclipse was 
abruptly cancelled, the Hamptons Police issued 
a statement explaining the decision. “After much 
careful thought, we decided that the potential 
dangers stemming from this event were too 
serious to allow the event to move forward. We 
understand that there is a lot of disappointment 
out there—and, frankly, we were disappointed 
ourselves—but we know that the public expects 
us to err on the side of safety. We hope to be 
able to bring the promised eclipse back at an 
early date.” §&

Going to the “Game” 


One Umpire’s Long Journey to the Artists & Writers Game

lot of people who play in the annual Artists 

& Writers softball game in East Hampton 
every summer have been doing so for 25 years 
or more. People mark their calendars to make 
sure they are here on the sandlot baseball 
field in the park behind the Stop & Shop on 
the appointed day. This year it was August 
19. Presidents have played in the game. So have 
movie stars, mayors, boxers and baseball stars, 
billionaires and, of course, artists and writers. 
Billionaire Mort Zuckerman was at a weeklong 
birthday party in Morocco for Malcolm Forbes 
some years ago, but left three days before it 
ended to get back to pitch that day. 

I’ve been the umpire of the game since 
1982. It’s not hard for me to get to the park. I live 
here. But then there was this year. 

On August 15, which is my birthday, I was 
midway through what was supposed to be a 
two-week visit to see my kids and grandkids in 
Los Angeles. My two four-year-old grandsons, 


supervised, made a birthday cake for me. But 
although my wife would remain in L.A. for the 
rest of the vacation, I'd cut my visit short. I 
needed to get home for the game. 

The crowd of several hundred people who 
saw me trot out to the mound just 30 seconds 
after “The Star Spangled Banner” could not 
know I had arrived just three minutes before. 
They also would not know I was unshaven, 
wobbly, and in the same clothes I had put on 
two days before. 

I went and stood behind prominent New 
York sportswriter Mike Lupica, who would be 
pitching that day. Behind the plate was catcher 


Carl Bernstein, the Pulitzer Prize-winning 


Watergate reporter. 

My journey had begun Thursday with an Uber 
ride down the heavy, eight-lane superhighway 
from Santa Monica to Los Angeles International 
Airport. The flight to J.F.K. was on time, but 
the change in cabin pressure as we took off 
and landed bothered me. I did not sleep on the 
plane. From J.F.K., another Uber took me to our 


apartment in New York City. The plan was for 
me to get our dog, Bella, and bring her from the 
apartment to East Hampton. I was in bed after 
1 a.m., slept badly and got up at 5 a.m. anyway— 
jetlag—and then took the dog, a dog box, my 
shoulder bag and the suitcase to the Hampton 
Jitney stop at 85th Street at 11 a.m. I couldn’t 
sleep on that bus. An article needed to be 
written. From the Omni in Southampton, I took 
my car to our Southampton office and began to 
feel weary. Soon | was feeling VERY weary. Best 
to go home with the dog, get some sleep and be 
fresh for the game the next day. 

So Friday, at 5:30 p.m., 22 hours before the 
game, I left the office and was driving east down 
Main Street in East Hampton listening to music 
on the radio to keep myself from falling asleep. 
I began singing along to the music, shut my eyes 
for a moment and then was awakened with a 
start by the shearing sound of crushing metal 
as I crashed into a parked car on my right. I 
was still at the wheel, the car sideways to the 
road, with the parked (Continued on next page)

car I had hit also sideways. We were in front of 
the East Hampton Presbyterian Church. Shaking, 
I staggered out of the car into the street, then 
walked around the wreck to the sidewalk and 
leaned against an elm. Nobody was around 
except a man on the sidewalk in a red sweater. 

“Are you all right?” he asked. I didn’t respond. 
“Do you want me to call the police?” 

“Who are you?” | asked. 

“I’m the pastor of the church.” 

I thought, am I in heaven? Then I told him to 
go ahead and he took out his cell phone. 

I would like to thank the police who 
attended me at the scene, the three paramedics 
who took me to the hospital, my friend 
Dan Simone, who lives in Amagansett and 
arrived on the scene after I had left in the 
ambulance with everything left behind in 
the car. He took my shoulder bag, luggage 
and my dog—the pastor had watched her— 
to my house and set it all just inside our 
front door. I'd also like to thank the people at 
Southampton Hospital emergency room, the 
folks in the X-ray room who photographed 
my chest and injured hand, the people in the 
CT scan room, where they imaged my head 
and brain, and the doctors and nurses who 
said I should stay overnight under observation. 
I'd also like to thank my son David who came 
to visit (‘send me a selfie” he had written 
when I had texted him), who arrived later 
that evening with my computer bag, 
toothbrush and a milkshake. I'd also like to 


thank the medical staff who got me a room, 
kept me overnight and in the morning made 
it their business to see to it I could be 
discharged by noon on Saturday, if tests 
were negative, so I could be in East Hampton for 
the game at 3 p.m. 

I thank GEICO for their cheerful and wonderful 
service over the phone arranging for all the 
insurance needs, and I'd especially like to 
thank my wife who, having learned Friday 
afternoon about the first accident I'd had in 
30 years, scrubbed the rest of her vacation 
in L.A., hopped on a redeye and flew to J.F.K. 
and took a hired car out to the house in East 
Hampton to be ready to receive me there 
Saturday afternoon. 

I'd also like to thank my friend Tom Swiminer, 
who came to the hospital at 1 p.m. on the day 
of the game to drive me home. The idea was I’d 
leave off the stuff David had brought the night 
before, change from my accident clothes—I’d 
failed to ask David to bring me fresh clothes 
the night before—and be off with my wife to the 
start of the game at 3 p.m. 

Tom arrived with a gift. It was an orange towel 
you could soak in cold water, wrap around your 
neck and stay cool for two hours. 

“It’s very hot out there. And the game’s at 
two, not three,” he told me. 

We'd have to rush, but there was terrible 
traffic between Southampton and East Hampton. 
There had been an accident. I'd barely get to the 
game on time. Better to just drop me off, then 


continue to the house and drop off the stuff. 
~“You’ll need your hat,” he said as we drove 
through Water Mill. 

“My hat’s in the car,” I said. 

Emergency Mechanical in Wainscott is right 
on the way. We found the Tahoe sitting forlornly 
next to a bashed pick-up. Nowhere in the car 
was a hat. 

“Tell my wife I love her,” I said. “I have a spare 
hat on my desk. Drop it off on your way. back to 
Southampton.” 

At ten to two, Tom dropped me in the lot next 
to the game. From inside the park, I could hear 
the announcements over the P.A. I walked to 
the field. The players were out at their positions 
and 200 spectators were standing quietly, hats 
over their hearts, singing “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” Having no hat, I placed my injured 
hand over my heart and sang too. People 
applauded and now it was time for the umpire 
to take over. 

As I started to trot out, | felt a hat placed on 
my head and heard Tom’s voice from behind 
say “she says ump two innings, tops. Come 
home when you can. She’s exhausted and going 
to sleep.” 

Moments later, | was at my spot behind 
Mike Lupica on the pitcher’s mound. I raised 
my arms. None of the needle marks from the 
IVs showed. 

“Play ball!” I shouted.

Luminati, The Riverhead Mountain and the Endangered Owl

robably the best and worst thing that ever 
happened to the Town of Riverhead was 
when the Grumman Aircraft Company sold 
them 2,900 acres in Calverton for $1. This was in 
1998. There was a chain-link fence with barbed 
wire along the top around this property until 
then. Grumman tested aircraft here. You had 
to get past an armed entry gate to get in. There 
were two runways. Their last hit was when 
they tested the F-14 Tomcat they designed for 
the Navy (the plane in the Tom Cruise movie 
Top Gun) here. After that the company went 
downhill. Their aircraft designs were not hits. 
They went into the canoe business. They went 
into the bus business. Finally, in 1994, they 
merged with Northrop Aviation and moved to 
California. 
The merry-go-round on the property used by 
Grumman employees at picnics in Calverton 
was a $1 gift to Greenport, where it is today, 


turning merrily around for the tourists on the 


waterfront downtown. 


The rest of the property, with the huge 
buildings and the runways, was sold to the 
Town of Riverhead for $1. But this was another 
matter. What would Riverhead do with it? 
Perhaps it could be an industrial park? They 
called it the Enterprise Park. A small part 
of the property was sold to a developer for 
commercial use. The rest remained idle. Donald 
Trump proposed the place for a movie studio 
around 2000. That didn’t happen either. Nor did 
a plan to make it into a NHRA racetrack. 

Then, in 2008, along came this plan to 
make it a competitor to Disneyland. This was 
called Riverhead Resorts. A huge British firm 
that built theme parks got an option to buy 
the property. They would build a lake with 
ferryboats crossing it to five different theme 
parks. The most impressive of them was to 
be a 600-foot-tall artificial mountain inside, 
where one could slalom down an artificial ski 
slope 12 months a year. There would be an 
equestrian center, a spa, a botanical garden, 
a wilderness resort, campgrounds, a sports 
park, a_ seaport-style village, a sports 


complex and a snowboarding center. 

Riverhead Town looked at this wide-eyed. 
Well, Splish Splash had a successful facility 
nearby. The contract said they would pay 
millions. They wouldn’t pay it right away. They 
put down a $2 million nonrefundable deposit to 
keep the deal alive. 

Now, there doesn’t seem to have been 
much of a downside with this project. The town 
had paid $1 for the property. 

However, there was another problem. 
Endangered short-eared owls were found on the 
property. These owls, on their way migrating 
south, stop at Calverton to mate every year. 
The environmentalists were up in arms. The ski 
mountain people wavered. 

In 2010, Town Supervision Sean Walter said 
the town did not receive a $3.9 million payment, 
which was part of the deal, on time (the 
company eventually paid). The whole project 
ended before the first shovel of dirt was dug 
from the ground. This was during the recession. 

Would it have been good for Riverhead? 
Well, with a Town (Continued on next page)

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budget of about $54 million every year, an 
extra few million every year would come in 
handy. But there are so many other things for 
a town board to have to discuss and decide 
upon, was this distraction worth it? In the 
back of the town council’s collective mind was 
always the thought that the $54 million budget 
might soon be an over the moon figure like 
$300 million. How do you process that? But those 
were chickens that hadn’t hatched yet, and 
then didn’t. 

Soon there was another proposal. Make it a 
rock concert site. A plan was put forward to 
have the Beastie Boys and Radiohead headline 
the first of them. But that didn’t happen. There 
was also the parachute jump operation. Do you 
notice that almost everything seems to involve

things up in the air pretty high? The parachute 
jump school actually worked out well. The owls, 
when they were there, probably looked up in 
admiration at the chutes coming down. But 
then, in 2015, the school, which operated from 
just one building on the site (and used a runway 
occasionally), shut down because the owner 
was moving on. 

Town Supervisor Sean Walter told me, when 
we discussed all this, that Enterprise Park 
seemed to be “the place where bad ideas come 
to die.” And that certainly had been true. 

Then came Daniel Preston, a New Yorker 
with business in the electronics and aviation 
industries, who announced that he would 
bring Luminati Aerospace to Riverhead. 
He paid a reported $3.4 million to buy the 
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Skydive Long Island site. Here’s what he had 
in mind. 

There are 4 billion people on the planet who 
do not have access to the internet. His firm, 
with dozens of industry visionaries on board 
who have expertise in aircraft design, defense 
contracting and adaptive flight control, together 
with the patents he already owned, would build 
a major high-tech aviation firm on the property 
making perpetual stratospheric flight possible. 
These aircraft, built from indestructible carbon 
fiber, would hover in the stratosphere and, 
powered by solar panels and the solar wind, 
would be able to beam the internet out to all 
4 billion of these people. 

He would pay a reported $40 million in cash for 
1,600 acres of the former Grumman property 
(600 acres are buildable), and would move 
in with facilities to construct airplanes made 
of carbon fiber. He has machinery now at 
the former Skydive property. There’s a 
$19.4 million 45-ton aircraft-making machine. “For 
lack of a better explanation, this is a jillion dollar 
3D printer of airplanes,” he told Riverhead 
Local. As many as 2,000 jobs would be created 
in the next five years. “We’re going to show the 
world that Long Island’s still viable in aerospace 
manufacturing,” he said. 

“There’s a lot of aerospace structures that 
need to be bulletproof with carbon fiber,” he 
also told Riverhead Local. He said he had the 
patents. He would sell bulletproof lightweight 
body armor for military aircraft, for weapons, 
handguns, ammunition. The assembly line 
would be running constantly. They already had 
the first three aircraft in contract, he said. 

His background, he said, was as an 
aeronautical engineer. He’d founded the aircraft 
company Atair Aerospace, Inc. in 2001. He left 
and rode out a non-compete after he sold it, the 
story said, and now he’s back. 

As for skeptics who have wondered about 
his credentials or those working with him on 
this start-up—DuPont and Facebook—he told 
Riverhead Local that “I’ve got four of my aircraft 
in the Smithsonian. One is hanging opposite the 
Wright flier. Calling us a start-up is just really 
uninformed.” Well, he does have aircraft in the 
Smithsonian—but in the permanent collection 
of the Smithsonian Cooper-Hewitt Design 
Museum in Manhattan. The Wright’s flier is 
in Washington. There are other questions of 
transparency that people are looking into. 

Since that interview, Riverhead is proceeding 
carefully, step-by-step, hoping this time 
something is for real. If approved, Luminati 
would be buying a $40 million deal. 

In the last few weeks, billionaire John 
Catsimatidis announced himself a major backer 
of Dan Preston. Catsimatidis, who has had 
a house in the Hamptons for many years, 
owns Red Apple Group, a real estate and 
aviation company, the United Refining Corp. 
in Riverhead, and the Gristedes supermarket 
chain. He ran for Mayor of New York two years 
ago. Catsimatidis sent out a press release noting 
that his “United Refining Energy Corp. has more 
than sufficient financial resources to provide 
the financing necessary” to move forward. 

And indeed, things are moving forward. If 
all is well, there will be a public hearing in 
the fall. 

As yet, however, we have not heard from the 
Short-Eared Owl.

o the National Weather Service just changed 

their prediction. No longer will four 
hurricanes come up the Atlantic this summer. 
Now the prediction is for seven. 

I wrote last fall that the National Weather 
Service launched a new weather forecasting 
Satellite capable of giving us_ virtually 
100% accurate predictions all across America 
of the upcoming weather. I’ve been dreading 
having this happen. There will be no surprises. 
It will take all the fun out of life. And on several 
occasions during the past 10 months I’ve asked 
the weather service—yes, they take my calls—if 
the thing is up and running, because I don’t see 
anything new, and they’ve told me not yet, it’s 
still up there undergoing tests. 

_ Last time I called was three weeks ago. Now it 
could be online in November. 

Which does lead to the question of whether 
this upgrade in the hurricane prediction 
department is from the creepy old weather 
Satellite or the shiny new one now being tested. 
I called again. They’re only a regional office and 
they’re not sure. 

You will recall that about four weeks 
ago we had an alert that a huge rainstorm 
was approaching and by 3 p.m. all of the 
East End would get floods. There would 
be airport closings, roads _ impassable. 
Everybody got ready. The thunderclouds 


formed. Then it cleared up. That was it. 

About four months ago, I asked the weather 
service if they would look into something. I was 
recalling that years ago, when I was a boy, the 
average temperature in the summertime in the 
Hamptons was said to be three degrees cooler 
than in New York City, then you’d go down the 
hill to Napeague heading for Montauk and it 
was now six degrees cooler. I also recalled back 
then, when I was trying to decide where I would 
make my home in the Hamptons, I ruled out Sag 
Harbor because it seemed too hot. Like New 
York City hot. No ocean breezes there. I settled 
in East Hampton. 

Now, I told him, according to my iPhone, 
New York City is 5 to 10 degrees warmer than 
the Hamptons on average. And Montauk is the 
same as the Hamptons. 

“I think it has to do with all the landscaping,” 
I said. “Montauk used to be windswept. Now all 
the views are gone. There’s too much foliage. 
I think it’s because of the pollen coming off all 
the fancy new landscaping in the Hamptons. 
Grows trees tall in Montauk.” 

“Tll look into it,” he told me. 

Or maybeit’s climate change. The temperature 
creeps up. Montauk crosses a threshold. Back 
then I'd play golf at the Montauk Downs Country 
Club—a “downs” like in Scotland, where the 
windswept hills go to the horizon. Now the 
fairways cut through the woods. 

“Let me get back to you on this,” he said. 


Just look in all your back records for 50 years 
and figure it out. 

I never heard back, but two months later an 
article in Newsday said boxes and boxes of old 
printed weather records for Long Island had 
been found in a warehouse in Nassau County 
that everyone thought was lost forever. They 
covered 1950 to 1980. 

I wouldn’t worry about the hurricane 
prediction. Every year it seems its wrong. 
It’s going to be really quiet and we get eight 
hurricanes. It’s gonna be a banner year for 
hurricanes and we get none. 

There have been some really great hurricanes. 
The one in 1938 knocked down all the elm trees 
on Main Street in East Hampton, wiped Dune 
Road clean of summer homes and flooded both 
Montauk Fishing Village and Westhampton 
Beach. A hurricane in the early 1950s blew a 
winged roof off a fancy modern summer home 
in Surfside, Montauk. In 1975 I stayed with 
about 10 people at a home on Egypt Lane in 
East Hampton rented by Abraham Ratner, the 
painter. We huddled together with no power 
for five days. In late August around 1990, the 
Hampton Classic Horse Show put up all their 
tents and then, the day before opening day 
the hurricane blew everything down. In recent 
years we've had hurricanes that fizzled before 
they got here but still laid waste with massive 
high tides and rain. Sandy comes to mind. Not

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Whales Ho! in Historic Southampton Mansion 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


he Southampton Historical Museum (SHM) 

is proving that Sag Harbor isn’t the only 
South Fork village with serious whaling roots. 
The museum’s current exhibition, Hunting The 
Whale: The Rise And Fall of a Southampton 
Industry, is displaying a massive collection of 
artifacts not seen for some five decades and 
telling the stories of a wide range of historic 
characters from the whaling era. 

Toward the end of the 19th century, well 
past the days of the great whaling boom, 
historian William S. Pelletreau counted some 
40 whaling captains still living in Southampton 
and noted that their lives and adventures would

make a “work of the greatest interest.” 

Exhibition curator Emma Ballou explains that 
creating Hunting The Whale has been a goal 
of hers since she first saw SHM’s collection of 
whaling artifacts when she began working there 
four years ago. “It’s astounding,” she says of the 
collection, which includes scrimshaw carvings, 
maps, whale bones, vintage photographs, all 
sorts of ephemera, tools, art and even some 
rare and valuable ambergris—the much sought 
after substance harvested from the bowels of 
sperm whales and used to make perfume. 

If visitors make an appointment, Ballou says 
they can even experience smelling a piece of 
synthetic ambergris, which is used in place of 
the real stuff—the museum has that too—since 
whaling was outlawed. 

In addition to the artifacts and ephemera from 
the era, the museum is allowing guests to look 
into the lives of the great captains of the day, as 
well as some of the less vaunted figures, such as 
slaves and indentured servants. The show also 
looks at women of that time, who weren’t all 
just waiting on widow’s walks for their men to 
return. In fact, Ballou says, some women even 
joined their husbands on whaling voyages. One 
such woman in the show, Caroline Rose, got 
pregnant during a voyage and gave birth to her 
daughter Emma in Honolulu, Hawaii. 

“I tried to tell the stories of people who didn’t 
have much of a voice during that period,” 
Ballou adds. 

The curator also notes that when the 


-weather gets warmer, the show will expand 


into the Sayre Barn, where more artifacts will 
be on view. &&

REDCRAFT, ON OX PASTURE LANE, SOUTHAMPTON, 
IS A FASCINATING HOUSE. ORIGINALLY CALLED 
RED CROFT, IT WAS BUILT IN 1837 BY 

CHARLES G. FRANCKLYN. EVEN IN AN AREA LIKE 
SOUTHAMPTON, FAMOUS FOR CELEBRITIES AND 
HUGE PERSONALITIES, THERE CAN BE FEW WHOSE 
LIVES RIVALED CHARLES GILBERT FRANCKLYN’S. 


He was the great grandson of pro-slavery polemicist Gilbert Francklyn, who owned 
plantations in Tobago and Jamaica. His mother, Sarah Jane Cunard, was the 
daughter of the shipping magnate. Charles was born in 1844 in London and later 
moved to New York to work as an agent for the Cunard shipping line. In addition to 
his own capital investments, which included railroad stock, he managed interests for 
British investors, including his friend Lord Rosebery, the future British prime minister. 
Lord Rosebery’s marriage to the Rothschild heiress made him one of the wealthiest 
men in Britain. 


Francklyn was prominent in the development of the gas industry in New York; 
in 1878 he organized the Municipal Gas Light Company and later founded the 
Consolidated Gas Company of New York. He arranged to buy from William 


Rockefeller a waste product, naphtha, that Standard Oil had been dumping into the 
sea. Francklyn then invented a process by which hydrogen gas and naphtha were 
combined to create gas that could be used to illuminate. Consolidated Gas then 


acquired steam, gas, and electric companies serving New York City and Westchester. 


Today it’s known as Consolidated Edison. 


In 1882, the Francklyn Land and Cattle Company, an English syndicate headed 

by Charles, purchased 637,440 acres of the Texas panhandle for $887,000. An 
enormous cattle ranch was built intending to cash in on the “Beef Bonanza.” 
Unfortunately, the manager appointed by the Francklyn company overspent on 
livestock, fencing, as well as living quarters. A terrible blizzard in January 1886 made 
the ranch bankrupt. 
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The next year, Francklyn, also president of the Horn Silver Mining Company, known 
as the richest silver mine in the world, was arrested at home in New York. The charge 
was fraud. Francklyn’s cousin, Sir Bache Cunard, alleged that Charles had embezzled 
$3,000,000 Cunard had entrusted him to invest for his own use. Litigation over the 
matter (once Francklyn made bail) dragged on for many years, and also included a 
ibel action by Francklyn to The Times of London. 


Eventually, the litigation cost Francklyn his summer home at Elberon, New Jersey, a 
Shingle Style house designed by Charles McKim of McKim, Meade and White. It was 
here that President James Garfield, trying to recover from an assassin’s bullet, was 
brought to recuperate and it was here that President Garfield died. (The Francklyn 
Cottage burned to the ground in 1914.) 
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EXTRAORDINARY REDCRAFT 


The main Francklyn residence, where he lived with wife Susan and children Gilbert 
and Doris, was 5 Washington Square, New York. Of course, the family needed a 
summer home as well, and they chose Southampton. The Francklyn family was one 
of the first to make Southampton a fashionable destination. 


Unfortunately, little is known about Red Croft’s design or construction: Susan was 
in charge of furnishing it. Nor is much known about the garden design. Recently, 
though, landscape architect Perry Guillot, who reworked the gardens for the present 
owner, noted, “A century-old allée of chestnut trees along the east border is like no 
other in the village of Southampton.” 


The Francklyns lived quietly and happily at Red Croft for many years. Mrs. Francklyn 
made the papers in 1915, when apparently she had a moving picture stopped at 

a local theater because of its raciness. The Brooklyn Daily Eagle reported, “Who 
Stopped the Movies? None Will Take the Credit Mrs. Francklyn of Southampton 
Insists She Didn’t Do It Or Rather Her Daughter Does And Manager Allen Says He 
Ought to Know. [...] ].S. Allen, proprietor of the Garden Theater, where the new 
censor got busy last Wednesday night, still insists and ‘insists’ is putting It mildly 
that it was Mrs. Charles O. Francklyn, who was shocked into actlon. Mrs. Francklyn 
refuses to discuss silk stockings, or anything else, but her daughter, Miss Doris, persists 
with as much force as Mr. Allen insists that her mother had nothing to do with the 
sudden exit of the hosiery display. ‘Why mother had no more to do with stepping 
those pictures than this poor little dog,’ said Miss Francklyn. And she held up a white 
poodle, which barked vigorously in righteous indignation.”

A shiny black ceilling anchors a sitting room; the beautiful French art deco master bathroom; more green and red in bedrooms. 
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Signature black touches in the kitchen including a tumbling-block style floor; 
red-framed pictures in a hallway. 


Charles Gilbert Francklyn died in 1929. He left Red Croft to his son Gilbert, 
who seems to have enjoyed the estate along with Doris for the rest of their 
lives; they died in 1957 and 1959. Neither married and are buried together in 
Southampton Cemetery, as are Charles and Susan. 


The next notable owner was art connoisseur Paul F. Walter who bought the 
property in 1986. He collected everything from Mughal miniatures to British 
decorative arts, but is best remembered today as a pioneering collector of 
photographs. He was a renowned figure in the art world, befriending artists— 
for example, he sent Mapplethorpe the bunch of tulips that inspired his series 
of plant photographs—and donating works to major museums. 


He had Redcroft (as it was now known) decorated by architect and interior 
designer Mark Kaminski in the late nineteenth century Arts and Crafts style, 
using Museum-quality furniture and artwork, as well as layered William Morris 
pattern wallpapers. 


The grounds were designed in the English style by landscape designer 
Deborah Nevins. And when Nigel Nicolson visited the house, he pronounced 
them the American equivalent of the gardens at Sissinghurst tended by his 
mother, Vita Sackville-West. 


Mr. Walter eventually decided to downsize, selling Redcroft to Citibank executive 
Robert Buxton and wife Anne in 1999 for $4 million. Sadly, he died earlier this 
year and the best pieces from his collections will be auctioned at Christie’s at 
the end of September. 


EXTRAORDINARY REDCRAFT 


The Buxtons lived at the property for some years, finally selling for 
$9 million in 2008. The current owner of the property, now known as 
Redcraft, had the interiors redecorated by eminent designer Steven 
Gambrel and the four acres of gardens redesigned by Perry Guillot. 
Now, hedges of copper beech and yew surround a walled flower 
garden. But the crowning glory of the property are the ancient 
specimen trees. 


Today, the house is sleek and sophisticated from the sure hand of 
Steven Gambrel. The entry hall features rusticated walls that look 
like stone blocks; the dining room juxtaposes director’s chairs with 
a gilt Chippendale mirror; and a gallery of black-and-white family 
photos are framed in red. Parrot green and red touches enliven the 
mostly neutral palette. In the extraordinary French art deco style 
master bathroom, Jacques Adnet sconces complement a steel 
fire surround found in Paris. Black, as always with Gambrel, is in 

: evidence, with black painted ceilings and the designer’s signature 
found in Paris a, black kitchen, in this case lightened by antique benches from the 
‘c) estate of Bill Blass. 


Redcraft has changed over the past 120 years, and no doubt will 
change again in the next 120, but it has always been and always

If you’re looking to buy a home with space for your equine companion, we're 
here to help. We’ve rounded up a few worthy properties on the market for 
stabling in style. And don’t worry, the houses are just as nice as the barns. 


Sharyn Guzzi, an agent at Long Island Horse Properties, says, “The first thing 
I ask people when they seek my help is what kind of riding they do. Are they 
arena/show people or do they want to ride on bridle paths?” If the latter, that 
narrows the number of available properties to those close to parks with trails 
for horses, although Sharyn adds that on the East End, there are actually 
miles and miles of bridle paths along undeveloped land and farmland. 
They’re not groomed trails as in parks, but they’re there.

The next thing Sharyn asks is how many horses the prospective buyer has or 
wants to have. You must be very careful to check zoning regulations of the 
town or hamlet where you’re buying before you move in any horses. Some 
allow one horse on a half acre, some on one acre, and so on. Even if you have 
enough land, you may not be allowed to keep a horse on it. Check zoning! 


“What’s your price range?” is, of course, the next question Sharyn asks. You'll 
need deep pockets to own a horse property on the East End. The properties 
we've selected, however, run the gamut in price from a relatively affordable 
$1.4 million to an eye-watering $39 million. 
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First up is the lowest cost property, which offers 4.93 acres in Flanders for 
$1.4 million. There’s a nine-stall horse stable and a large cleared grass 
area for a riding/training ring. A huge koi pond can accommodate your 
finny friends as well; there’s also a natural pond, a pool and hot tub, and a 
Craftsman style home with five bedrooms. 


Next is an East Hampton farm formerly owned by showjumping legend Harry 


de Leyer, owner of “80 Dollar Champion” Snowman. Asking $7 million, the 
property includes almost 15 acres of land, a fifty-stall barn, indoor rubber 
riding ring, outdoor riding rings, and a five-bedroom, three-bath home with 
heated pool. 
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HOME IS WHERE THE HORSE IS 


How much land a does a horse really need, though? Sharyn says, “The more 
land the better, but there are plenty of people who ride their horses regularly 
and give them plenty of exercise on smaller parcels.”

That question is unnecessary, however, when it comes to our last property. As 
it should, considering it is asking an astonishing $39 million. There’s 10 acres 
of land, with stables with paddocks and riding fields. The house is amazing: 
18,000 square feet with 12 bedrooms and a fabulous finished lower level 

with sunken spa, sauna, steam room, massage room, fully equipped gym, and 
theatre. There’s also a six-bedroom guest house, caretaker’s cottage, two pools 
(one for the main, one for the guest house) and a pool house. Landscaping by 
Edmund Hollander includes lovely gardens, stonework, arbors, a tennis court, 
and bluestone terraces. Yes, the house and facilities for humans are just as

MASTER CRAFTSMAN CHARLES WILDBANK, PAINTER 


The practice of bringing homes to life with vibrant art is a practice as old 


as man’s need to seek shelter. From parietal art adorning prehistoric cave 


dwellings in Lascaux, France, to the wet-plaster frescoes of civilizations 
throughout the world, humans have always decorated the spaces in 
which we live. Many would argue that art within a home is the ultimate 
expression of its owner. 


Jamesport painter Charles Wildbank embraces this historic paradigm, 
creating massive, photorealistic and often surreal pieces of art for the 
walls of luxury residences all over the East End. The artist makes works to 
fit any size home, but he most resembles his archaic forebears with the 
colossally scaled murals. 


His most viewed of these titanic pieces are a pair of 19’ x 10’ paintings 
in Britain’s mighty RMS Queen Mary 2 (QM2) cruise ship. A commission

from Cunard Line, they demonstrate Wildbank’s talent for owning a space 
and making just about anything a client might want. He’s done the same 
for many fine East End homes on both walls and ceilings. 


“T usually paint on canvas so you can move it—people move every 10 
years on average,” the artist explains, noting that these large canvases 
can be stretched on a frame or applied directly to a wall. Even better, 
he says, painting on perfectly sized wood panels allows for easy install 
and attractive presentation. One large piece can be split between 
several panels, fit through the door, and then seamlessly reconstructed 
inside a home. 


Wildbank works in a home studio that would appear too small for 

the huge paintings he loves to create, but he’s devised a number of 
techniques to make it possible. The monumental woodland scenes for 
the QM2, for example, were painted inside his living room, rolled and sent 
to Europe where Cunard’s architect installed them on the ship. 


“My ceilings are 19 feet high, so it fitS,” Wildbank says, describing how he 
set up a scaffold and used a heavy-duty, inflammable Trevira canvas— 
which is a good idea for any mural. “It was so big I had to prime it on the 
street,” he continues. “You paint from left to right and you roll it out if you 
don’t have that much space.” 


Art comes naturally to Wildbank; he’s honed his craft and the ability to 
perfectly recreate photographic images over more than four decades as 


a professional fine artist. “I think I did it all my life, using my photographs

as a model, and I enjoyed it for a long time—then I wanted to start using 
my imagination,” he recalls. 


While Wildbank can, and still does, paint photorealistic works featuring 
arrangements of objects, human and pet portraits, figurative scenes 
and landscapes, he’s taken to exploring more surreal and expressive 
applications. These new paintings access his skill for photorealism, but 
instead of simply recreating things from real life, Wildbank is putting his 
own spin on the work. 


His recent paintings of cakes and sweets include realistic images of 
the colorful treats—now, however, Wildbank is painting ants into 
the pictures. His “Urban Delight” places ants in what appears to be a 
cityscape of rectangular white cakes covered in rainbow sprinkles. 


Using a similar mindset, the artist has numerous works with compositions 
of water and waves. His 180-inch “Wave Panoramic” is a beautiful 
demonstration of this melding of real and imagined. In it, he takes a 
striking wave-scape and boosts it with fanciful curves that sit teetering on 
the edge of reality. 


“When people ask me what I paint—I paint life,” Wildbank says, pointing 
out that the surreal is part of it. As a way of staying grounded while also 
delving deeper into his mind’s eye, he began meditating, and it opened 
him to new possibilities in the studio. “As I approached my late 40s and 
50s, I noticed a lot of mental dialogue, even arguing going on,” Wildbank 
says, explaining that the practice allowed him to step.outside his box and 
reevaluate his approach to painting and life. 


He also came to realize that painting is also a meditative process. 

“The more you sink into it, the more that comes out of the woodwork,” 
Wildbank says. “The process of painting draws out what’s inside of you 
and there’s no limit to it.” 


Wildbank is rare among painters because he’s gifted at both the making 
and business of art. He’s keenly aware of the effect a good painting has 
on a home, especially a home that’s for sale, and he’s lent his work to 
architects, home stagers and realtors for that reason. A house featuring 
about a dozen of his artworks recently sold for $7.95 million in Water Mill, 
and it’s very likely the paintings helped close the deal. 


“The architect was really pleased with the difference,” Wildbank says, 
describing the property after his paintings were installed. “It puts a flavor 
in each room,” he explains during a tour of the home. “You remember 
which room you just left,” Wildbank adds. “It’s more inviting—people feel 


comfortable and stay in here longer.”

Each job is typically as unique as the time-worn and storied materials he 
uses, but everything Disbrow does is about putting these treasures from 
the past on display, creating a look that cannot be replicated with paint, 
stain or anything else one might try. 


“I’m a furniture maker by trade,” Disbrow says, pointing out that he 
graduated from Pierson High School in Sag Harbor and went on to study 
furniture and cabinetmaking at trade school before setting out on his own. 


Disbrow opened his first showroom in Water Mill in 1998, then finally 
moved to Montauk in 2011. 


With nearly 20 years in the business, Disbrow has become the East End’s 

go-to guy, serving everyone from rock royalty and movie stars to business 

owners, well-heeled hedge-funders, politicians and even regular working 

locals with an eye for sophisticated design. He’s also discreet. Even when 

prodded, Disbrow refuses to name his high-profile or celebrity clientele 

on the record. “I try to appease everybody,” he says, adding, “I will not be 

undersold by any local competitor.”

DON'T DODGE THE PROCESS SERVER 


Service of process in the State of New York can be accomplished in many ways beyond the traditional hand delivery 
that we see in the movies. Hiding from the process server won’t prevent the lawsuit, just your ability to defend it! In 
New York, service is permissible by hand delivery to the defendant, delivering the summons to a person of suitable 
age and discretion at the defendant’s home (such as a housekeeper) or place of business (such as a secretary), 
delivering the summons to an authorized agent (companies generally designate the Secretary of State), or by 

a method called nail and mail. Under nail and mail, after approximately three attempts at personal service, the 
summons may simply be left at the defendant’s door and subsequently mailed to the defendant’s attention. If 
those four methods of service are impracticable, a court can direct service under any other way that exists within its 
imagination. In such, courts have ordered service via email, newspaper publication, or even social media. Just accept 
the summons when the process server shows up and get on with it.

Many people just shut down and don’t respond to a lawsuit. To be clear, at the end of a complaint oonr 
is a paragraph that starts with the term “wherefore.” This clause demands the damages sought in RCS ae 
the lawsuit and such damages will be awarded should you not timely respond by way of a motion | 
for a default judgment and subsequent order of the court. Again, a lawsuit is a very serious matter 
and ignoring it will result in losing the case. Unfortunately, many clients see their lawyer after 
judgment has been entered. These people wait until their bank account is frozen or their car is 
seized. At the eleventh hour they want relief. You need to know that when you wait so long your 
legal defense costs go up exponentially and the ability for an attorney to obtain positive results 
goes down drastically. To be clear, there are ways to vacate (undo) a default, but such methods 
should be used sparingly and only when truly necessary.

to try to capture and compose a horse in 
painting the way he did.

Dining on the Mediterranean Side of Fort Pond

ast Sunday I met my friend, Behind the Hedges 
Editor-in-Chief Laura Euler for a quick dinner at 
Arbor in Montauk. 

Of course we sat outside. Of course we 
ordered some Mediterranean white bean hummus 
with toasted hazelnuts from the menu’s “For the 
Table” listings—for a dark wood table with brown 
paper placemats and white linen napkins, surrounded 
by comfy director’s chairs, that is. Love the little 
beach plum bushes right next to the tables. Soon the 
fruit will ripen and tempt diners 


peppers. Local choices include Montauk Brewing 
Company’s Montauk Wave Chaser IPA, Southampton 
Publick House’s Double White Ale and Montauk 
Summer Rosé, but every night is a “school night” 
for me, now that I’m writing my first cookbook. I 
stuck with glasses of water, which were all the more 
a “pure” choice because Arbor supports the Whole 
World Water Initiative, which brings clean and safe 
water to a billion people around the world. Laura 
found a cava brut from Segura Viudas listed as “A 

Steal” on the menu, which suited her nicely. 
Geda suggested that we might like to try the Grilled 
Octopus Nicoise with its black 


to indulge... 

One of Montauk’s slick new 
restaurants, Arbor offers a 
modern menu. Screened off 
from the outside world, the 
atmosphere is abuzz with the 
low rumble from the nearby 
train station. 

The za’atar on our hummus 
chimed just the right note— 
served with salted toast, it 
really hit the spot. Our server 
Geda agreed. He’s originally 
from Ethiopia, so he has strong 
opinions about spice. 

Of course one needs a 
beverage to wash down a 
generous portion of hummus 


garnished with roasted shishito Grilled Octopus at Arbor 


olives, fingerling potatoes and 
French beans; or the Fisherman’s 
Platter, which is very popular, 
from the raw bar. But his 
description of the night’s Market 
Fish—local filleted fluke in a caper 
and lemon butter sauce “straight 
from Montauk’s best dragger”— 
enticed me, so I ordered that 
entrée, skipping over the apps.

Celebrate Celebrity Autobiography

ealready know the “other half” lives differently. 

Some of us may even be intimately aware 
of the details of those different rich and fabulous 
lives via the autobiographies they’ve written. But 
on Friday, August 25 at Guild Hall you'll be able to 
experience those celebrity autobiographies in a 
truly unique way when New York’s funniest show, 
Celebrity Autobiography: The 2017 Edition, hits the 
Hamptons for two shows in one night. 

The premise is simple: Celebrities read the 
published autobiographies of other celebrities. The 
result?

This unique production, which includes an original 
score by storied composer Stephen Schwartz, 
manages to find something new and exciting 
within Shakespeare’s classic text through excellent 
production design and dynamic performances. 
As You Like It tells the story of Rosalind, a young 
noblewoman whose father has been banished by 
his brother to the Forest of Arden, and Orlando, 
the youngest son of a wealthy family who is at odds 
with Oliver, the heir to the family fortune. The two 
meet and are instantly taken with each other, but 
circumstances keep them apart. When Rosalind’s 
uncle, Duke Frederick, decides to exile her, she and 


her cousin Celia, along with the jester Touchstone, 
decide to escape into the Forest of Arden themselves, 
just as Orlando learns that his brother plans to kill 
him and also takes flight into the Forest. When 
Rosalind, who has disguised herself as a man, 
discovers beautiful love poems on trees etched by 
Orlando, she decides to befriend him while under 
disguise, leading to hijinks and misadventure. 
Meanwhile, other inhabitants of the Forest of Arden, 
including the melancholic Jacques and Rosalind’s 
father, Duke Senior, find themselves unwittingly 
involved in the comedic tale.

ou might not know Mike Birbiglia. That’s okay. 

You wouldn’t be the only one. He was once 
asked to participate in a celebrity golf tournament. 
While he and the golfers were waiting to tee off, one 
of them asked, “I wonder who our celebrity is?” As 
Birbiglia recounts in his first stand-up special, What 
I Should Have Said Was Nothing, he excitedly asked 
“Yeah, who do you think our celebrity is?” It then 
struck him: He was their celebrity. If you are, in fact, 
unfamiliar with Birbiglia, he recommends watching 
10 minutes of his stand-up specials. “If you don’t like 
those,” Bribiglia said when we reached him via email, 
“don’t come to the show. But if you do like them do 
come to the show.” 

His second show, My Girlfriend’s Boyfriend, ran 
four months off-Broadway and won the Lucille Lortel 
Award for Outstanding Solo Show. The New York 
Times called his third show, Thank God for Jokes, 
“the best night I’ve spent in a theater in a very long 
time.” On Friday, September 1, Birbiglia will perform 
at the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 
(WHBPAC) with his newest show, The New One.

Mike Birbiglia, in the past 


Has The New One changed at all since you opened 
it in Berkeley earlier this month? 

It changes every night. There are new lines, new 
ideas and new ways of performing things that are 
different every night. It will be that way until I film 
it. | never think of these shows as being “done” until 
they’re filmed and then they’re sort of done based on 
someone else’s discretion. 

Your other shows have a kind of theme to them. 
What, if any, is the theme of The New One? 

I've tried not to tell anyone what this show is about 
so that they experience the maximum enjoyment 
and pleasure. With my other shows | feel like I had 
to tell people “this is a show about my sleepwalking 
disorder,” or “this is a show about getting married,” 
or what ever it is. With this show, I just want people 
to show up with a clean slate. 

Is there a specific bit of yours people recite to you 
when they see you on the street? 

Occasionally people will quote, “I know. I’m in 
the future also.” That’s become sort of a thematic 
callback to my shows. I even sometimes say it in this 
new show at this one particular moment. It’s a good 
catchall phrase when someone tries to be a smarty- 
pants about a mistake you’ve made. 

Do you have a favorite bit? 
I think the sleepwalking story is my favorite one 


to tell. That’s the one I always tell people when 
they don’t know me at all. It was the first thing of 
mine that Ira Glass ever put on This American Life 
and it was because it’s simultaneously really funny, 
really sad, really dramatic, and it’s also true. It really 
checks a lot of the boxes. 

What other comedians do you follow? What, 
in your opinion, is the best new(ish) stand-up 
special on Netflix? 

I just watched Rory Scovel’s Netflix special, 
Rory Scovel Tries Stand-Up For the First Time, and 
laughed so hard. There’s this one bit about the O.J. 
documentary. I was doing a podcast with my good 
friend John Mulaney recently, who’s one of the 
great comedians in my opinion as well, and we were 
retelling the O.J. bit to each other, doing different 
pieces of it. And we were laughing so hard.

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Dava Sobel Tells the Enlightening Story of Many 


BY SARAH STOSS 


D uring a time in history when women lacked the 
right to vote, the Harvard College Observatory 
went against all preconceived notions of women’s 
abilities and hired them to analyze and interpret 
observations, made by men, of the stars. The 
contributions of these women changed the field 
of astronomy, and the perceptions of women in 
the field of science as a whole. The women of the 
Harvard College Observatory were unsure of their 
place in society, but through Dava Sobel’s The Glass 
Universe, we begin to understand how they helped us 
understand our own place in the vast universe. 

The book begins with Anna Palmer Draper, a 
recent widow of Dr. Henry Draper who helped 
found stellar photography. Draper is a strong 
character, who takes into her own hands the

task of finishing her late husband’s work. Anna 
reaches out to Edward Pickering, the director of 
the Harvard College Observatory and a surprising 
male character of this time period. He believes in 
women’s potential to discover and thrive in the 
field of science and makes the decision to hire 
women as calculators, aka “human computers.” 
Their partnership leads to the study of the stars 
through the new medium of photography. This 
new technology allows the hired women to better 
analyze the makeup of the stars, as well as find 
a new way to categorize them—a system that is 
still used today. Through Sobel’s use of historical 
documents such as letters, financial documents 
and conference notes we receive what feels like an 
almost firsthand account, without interpretation or 
added commentary, of the beginning of women’s 
19th century scientific discoveries.

Sobel’s strategy to recount the history of these 
women highlights their scientific accomplishments. 
She makes it clear that these accomplishments 
were not extraordinary simply because they were 
women in a time when gender rights were not a topic 
of conversation, but because: their astronomical 
discoveries shaped the field that exists today. The 
Glass Universe is a book about science. Gender is a 
subtle backstory that creates intrigue and admiration 
for those characters illuminated by Sobel. 

The amount of detail that Sobel delves into 
when describing the process of interpreting what 
was captured on glass photographic plates is, at 
times, almost overwhelming. The background of 
characters, given between accounts of their work, 
brings a different dimension to the book. One 
woman highlighted by Sobel includes a former maid 
of Pickering’s, Williamina Paton Fleming, whose 
life as a Scottish immigrant was transformed when 
she went on to discover the very first nova on 
a photographic plate. But other than a select 
few women, such as Annie Cannon, Antonia 
Maury and Anna Palmer Draper, it’s difficult to follow 
which woman discovered what, and what their 
unique story is. 

Sobel’s research is exceptionally detailed, and she 
recounts it ina way that is elegant and exacting, but 
does not always provide much explanation as to the 
basics of the field of astronomy. 

Though the discoveries and accomplishments of 
these women are interesting, without a foundational 
background of astronomy, you may find yourself lost 
in a night sky of unfamiliar terminology. Sobel goes 
headfirst off the deep end, just as the women whose 
history Sobel is telling did. 

It has been over a century since the women of the 
Harvard College Observatory worked tenaciously, 
and unrelentingly, toward their discoveries as 
astronomers. Yet women are still underrepresented 
in the sciences, and there’s still inequality when it 
comes to pay and recognition. Sobel’s The Glass 
Universe is not only an incredibly relevant book, it is 
a necessary one. Through Sobel’s storytelling, these 
inspiring women shine star-like across the page. The 
history Sobel shares reveals not only of the time 
these women existed, but also of the time in which 
we currently live.

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Essential Conversations About Family Wealth

ow confident are you about your family’s 

finances? How often do you discuss money 
with your loved ones? According to the Family 
Wealth Checkup study by Ameriprise Financial, 
there’s a correlation between financial confidence 
and communication. While many families are 
discussing financial issues, they tend to shy away 
from diving deep into topics like inheritance and 
estate planning, leaving some family members with 
unrealistic expectations. 

Here are some tips to help you discuss money 
matters with your family. 

Don’t wait for tragedy to bring up finances. 
Family conversations about finances lay the 
foundation for a more secure financial future for 
the people closest to you. Nine in ten adult 
children say a life-altering event triggered a financial 
talk with their parents. It’s a good idea to have 
these conversations when all the important players 
in your estate plan can participate and communicate 
their wishes or questions. With time on your 
side, you can cover topics thoroughly and have 
time to get the proper documents in place, if you 
haven't already. 

Although estate planning can be a tough and 
emotional topic to initiate, families who have 
talked about it say the discussion went much 
smoother than anticipated. Families said their 
conversations were straightforward and relaxed 
as opposed to awkward or difficult—even more 
motivation to have the talk with your loved ones.

Make the conversation a priority and schedule a 
time to chat. Rather than hoping a conversation will 
happen after dinner, let each family member know 


ahead of time that you want to talk. Complex estates 


may require multiple discussions, so schedule a date 
to continue the conversation if needed. After your 
initial conversations, keep your family members 
up-to-date about changes that could affect your 
estate, such as establishing a living will or cashing 
in an annuity. 

Share your agenda ahead of time so that 
your family can prepare for the conversation. 
Consider starting the conversation by sharing your 
financial goals and values, and telling your family 
why these discussions are important to you. Other 
topics on the agenda may include managing current 
finances, including any debt, healthcare costs and 
legacy planning. 

Manage expectations. You don’t have to divulge 
the exact value of your estate or the amount of 
money in your accounts, but it’s important to 
disclose enough details so that your family can set 
appropriate expectations. If part of your legacy plan 
includes leaving an inheritance, consider letting 
your family know whether it’s an amount large 
enough to help fund your grandchildren’s education 
or maybe it’s closer to a down payment on a car. 
Most people plan to leave an inheritance, but only 
21% of parents have told their kids how much they 
can expect to receive. 

Create or update your estate plan. Pair your 
conversations with a comprehensive estate 
plan to prevent rifts that can happen when 
financial wishes are not clearly documented. Your 
estate encompasses anything you own, such as 
real estate, cars, life insurance, financial accounts 
including your retirement plans and _ personal 


possessions. Creating a plan for what happens to 
these assets and accounts is important no matter the 
size of your estate. 

If you already have an estate plan in place, revisit 
your will or trust, and update beneficiaries to various 
accounts and assets to mirror the blueprint you’ve 
shared with family members. Consider also providing 
instructions in a healthcare directive on what you 
want your family to do in the event that you cannot 
act on your own behalf.

Their main specialty is wild- 
caught, flash frozen and tenderized Spanish and 
Portuguese octopus and cuttlefish, sold wholesale 
and retail. 

How is it tenderized? You have to see Octoman’s 
video on the Gullo Specialty Seafood website, 
gullospecialtyfoods.com, to understand how sea salt 
and ice water in stainless steel tumblers do the trick. 
Octoman says, “This provides for an easier-to-cook

What are some of the common 
misconceptions people have about preparing and 
consuming octopus? 

That it’s difficult to cook. That it’s too tough or 
rubbery. Also, many people feel, since octopus are 
so intelligent, they don’t want to eat them. 


What’s your favorite way to enjoy octopus? 

I love it in various ways. My favorite is simply 
grilled with a nice char and finished with lemon and a 
good olive oil. My signature “octo-dish” is a marinade 
of smoked Spanish pimento (paprika), extra virgin 
olive oil, red wine vinegar and chile flakes. Marinate, 
then grill, then put back in the marinade and finish 
with lemon.

Where do the best octopodes come from, in 
your opinion? 

Spain and Portugal. It’s not only the waters they 
come from, but how they’re handled. Mediterranean 
octopus, I believe, are the best. Japan has great 
octopus as well, but it’s not as plentiful as it is in the 
Mediterranean area. 


Have you hunted octopus yourself? 
No I haven’t, but I would like to. 


Does octopus have a particular season in different 
parts of the world? 

Yes, there are times during the year when it’s 
mating and reproduction season and that’s when 
they are not allowed to be fished. I believe from 
January to April is fishing season and May and 
June no fishing, then from July to October you 
can fish again, and November and December no 
fishing. That’s for the Mediterranean, Portuguese 
and Spanish octopus. ; 


What tips do you have for people who'd like to 
enjoy some octopus on Long Island this summer 
or fall? 

As consumers they can buy our small, raw, 
tenderized and large pre-cooked tenderized legs at 
all Citarellas in The Hamptons and New York City. 
Whole Foods sells our cooked, tenderized tentacles 
in all their Long Island and Manhattan stores, and 
Baldor, the specialty food company, is now doing 
distribution six to seven days a week of our octopus 
to restaurants throughout the island.

Most Expensive Hamptons Listing Ever: $175M

he prices just get crazier and crazier in 
the Hamptons, with stratospheric prices 
asked for trophy homes. In this case, though, we 
reckon the ridiculous asking price of $175 million 
for a listing on Jule Pond isn’t so ridiculous. It’s 
42 acres, for heaven’s sake, with almost a quarter 
mile of oceanfront (1,286 linear feet). The property is 
bordered by three ponds with unobstructed views of 
Mecox Bay and the ocean. There’s even reserve 
land to the southeast, which adds an even longer 
unobstructed ocean view. 
To compare: 1080 Meadow Lane is asking 
$150 million for 14 acres. It’s possible Meadow 
Lane is a slightly more desirable address, but 


still. Briar Patch in East Hampton is asking around 
$140 million for 11.2 acres on Georgica Pond. 
Granted, that house is nicer than Jule Pond or 
Meadow Lane, but it’s not oceanfront. The only 
listing on the market that we might think compares 
is Tick Hall, which is asking $62 million for 
nearly 20 acres of oceanfront in Montauk. Tick 
Hall is an amazing house, but not necessarily 
to everyone’s taste, and Montauk is a good 
45 minutes farther east in the summer from 
Water Mill. So, while the price of Jule Pond is 
extraordinary, we think it compares extremely 
well with other high-end properties on the market. 
(Jule Pond is represented by Zach and Cody 
Vichinsky of Bespoke Real Estate.) 

Of course everything is huge and lavish. A 


20,000 square foot house, with 12 bedrooms and 
12 bathrooms. The style is a vaguely post-modernish 
French, which isn’t our favorite (we tend to like 
plain, simple Shingle Style in our mansions), but 
is basically fine, and makes an attractive backdrop 
for the owner’s collection of contemporary art. 
Outside, there’s a 60’ pool, tennis court, basketball 
court, Fives court (just kidding, though we might 
put one in for the heck of it), greenhouse, koi pond, 
duck walks to the ocean and a three-bedroom 
carriage house.
